SHANGHAI, Feb. 7 (#}.—The forces 
of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang thrust the 
Cantonese army further away from 
Shanghai today. They routéd it from 
the Cantonese advanced base in Che- 
kiang Province at: Chiuchow, toward 
the border of -Ktangs|: Province, some 
200 miles from Shanghai. 

Information from a trustworthy for- 
eign source stated that Sun’s troops 
captured Chiuchow with a sudden as- 
sault, driving out the Cantonese. 

The Cantonese shortage of ammuni- 
tion and the difficulties of transporta- 
tion, which it was known were. ‘ham- 
pering them, bear out fhe: “e of 
Northern success, which it i@ believed 
here means the removal of the Can- 
tonesé menace to — for the 
presept at’ least... <. 

Sun’s forces are eae ‘to have been 
commanded by General Pail ‘Pao-shan. 
This disposes Of the rumor of His be- 
trayal of Sun.by going over to the 
Cantonese army. 

Fighting in this region has proceeded 
for more than a week. The Cantonese 
at first were successful, forcing’ Sun's 
troops northwa.d to Yenchow,: where 
they dug in on the Tsientang. Rivet 
.and awaited reinforcements. | These 
eame in large ‘numbers ‘from Hang- 
chow and other northern Chekiang 


Meanwhile the Cantonese, whose 
army numbers 30,000; also received 
accessions to their ranks. 

The Nationalists confronted by per- 
plexing problems of. supply, finance 
and politics, and fighting against time 
as well as the Northerners, suffered 
what amounts to a severe setback 
after failing to pierce Sun Chuan- 
fang’s front’ for a drive to Shanghai. 

The Northerners replaced with frésh 
divisions the tired troops which had 
borne the brutit of week-long fighting 
southwest of Hangchow. Another fac- 
tor.in the defeAt of the Cantagnese was 
their failure to prevent the junction of 
two Sun Chuan-feng armies in the re- 
gion of Yenchow, to which Sun’s cen- 
tre retired last week before the Can- 
toniade advancing from Chiuchow.

from the dawn of Japan’s history. 
In contrast to the: modern city it 
traversed, the Imperial funeral pro-. 
cession took its way with measured 
pace along a route lighted by old-style 
lanterns and huge flares, like an old 
color print come to life. Except for 
the uniforms of the military and naval 
detachments and th gilded modern. 
habiliments. of the Government of- 
ficials, those in the procession were 
dressed in old-style costumes of sombre! 
colors. 
Bven the Hmperor’s body was,carriéd 
on Japan’s most ancient vehicle, a two- 
wheeled cart drawn by four black and 
white oxen.. One distinctly. modern

Shinto music predominated, however, 
the musicians in the centre of the pro- 
cession filling the air with the plaintige 
notes of reed instruments and the roll- 
ing of mellow drums, with which were 
mingled the doleful. creak of. the 
funeral cart’s ungreased wheels, 
Last Journey Begins at Twilight. 
The procession left the Imperial .Pal- 
ace, where the body had been lying in 
state, promptly at 6 o’clock, as twi- 
light gathered, and until. the coffin 
had been laid within the huge’ con- 


crete tomb, sunk deep into the hillside 
of Asakawa, as the first rays of dawn 
lighted Fuji’s tip, the arrangements 
moved as smooth: y as only they ‘could 
in a land where the remission of any 
slight task probab ss would mean th 
disgrace and hara-kiri of the negligent.

Three powerful railroad groups have, 
by private negotiation and open-mar- 
ket. bidding, acquired virtual control 
of the Wheeling & Lake Erie and the 
Western Maryland Railroads, terminal 
‘“‘keys’’ to a Midwestern transportation 
system. This disclosure, and that the 
two roads will become “neutral ter- 
minals,’’ came as a climax yesterday 
to a day of feverish bidding up of the 
securities of the two roads on the New 
York Stock Exchange. In the shares 
of one—the Wheeling & Lake Erie—a 
technical corner exists. Shares of both 
roads reached new high prices, Wheel- 
ing going to 95 and Western Maryland 
to 44%. 

In railroad circles the suddeh and 
somewhat dramatic move of the New 
York Central, the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the Nickel Plate, the purchasing 
roads, was consi¢ ed a retaliatory 
thrust at L. F. Loree of the Delaware 
& Hudson, who is engaged in building 
a fifth trunk line and who had planned 
to include these two terminal roads in 
his system. 

Mr. Loree had obtained sufficient 
‘stock of the Lehigh Valley to pt 
ithe New York Central from go] 
control of that road. The Cen 
planned to tale ‘the Lehigh’ * i 
giving the Reading to the Baltimore & 
Ohio. 

The counter Move was disclosed yes- 
terday with thé acquisition of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erié and the Wests 
ern Maryland.- With these two -roads 
lifted: out of his proposed system‘ by 
purchase by his competitors, the ¢n- 
tire southern end of Mr. Loree’s pro- 
posed’ system was literally wrecked, 
while the northern end remained in- 
tact. The Wheeling & Lake Erie is 
of further importance to the New York 
Central because: it gives that’road ac- 
cess to non-union coal minés which 
might be-used in case of labor diffi- 
culties in the union mines. 


Railroads’ Announcements. 


The announcement of the stock pur- 
chases, which are expected to lead to 
a complete shift in many of the 
schemes for railroad consolidations, 
were as follows: 
The New York Central reported that 
it had purchased 95,000 shares of the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie, partly in com- 
mon and partly im preferred.” 
The‘ Van swerlngen brothers of 
Cleveland, for the Nickle Plate, re- 
ported that they had purchased 95,000 
shares of Wheeling & Lake Erie, partly 
in preferred and partly in prior lien. 

The Baltimore & Qhio Railroad Com- 
pany reported that it had uired

The indictment makes the following 
accusations, 

Rabbis Portnoy, Brooks and Yachnes 
applied as rabbis of various: congre- 
gations for religious authorization. 
They filed false papers purporting to 
be certificates signed by officers of 
the religious organizations, 
ing them to get sacramental wine, and 
furnished falsified membership lists of 
congregations. The others are accused 
of taking part in the sale of the wine 
thus obtained. 

The third indictment names Moses 
Oberman and Max Schwartz, both 
of 86 East Second Street, and accuses 
them of having victimized Rabbi 
Scrage Sassower of the First Toporo- 
ver Congregation in a conspiracy to 
divert sacramental~ wine. Oberman 
and Schwartz, according to the 
charges, ‘were officers of the Mount 
Carmel Products Company, Inc., 86 
East Second Street, which held a per- 
mit to make wine. They are alleged 
to have induced Rabbi Sassower’ to 
designate them as his representatives 
to distribute sacramental wine for his 
congregation. They are accused of 
having sold the written authorization 
to Abraham Minkoff for $900 by lead< 
ing Minkoff to believe it was a permit 
to sell wine.

Religious organizations asking for 
permits for sacramental wine will be 
required in future to furnish properly 
certified resolutions authorizing them 
to obtain sacramental wine, the names 
and addresses of ultimate consumers 
and a report accounting for previous 
withdrawals, according to new regu- 
lations announced yesterday by Major 
Chester P. Mills, prohibition adminis- 


trator in New York City. Major Mills 
said the old regulations were not clear- 
ly understood by persons arranging to 
withdraw .sacramental wine. He said 
he hoped to make clear the new regu- 


_ lations, which follow: 


“A religious body desiring that the 
rabbi, priest, minister or an officer of 
that congregation procure wine for dis- 
tribution to its members for sacra- 
mental purposes shall pass a resolution 
to that effect at a regular meeting of 
such organization. This — resolution 
shall also state where the wine is to 
be stored pending distribution. 

“The resolution will then ‘be certi- 
fied to by the President and Secretary 
of the organization, and their

\ LONDON, Feb. 7.—Lisbon is in open 
revolt, according to The Daily Express 
Lisbon correspondent. He telegraphs 
under today’s date: 

“The revolutionary movement has 
gpréad to Lisbon. Marines, the Re- 
publican Guard and police forces and 
infantry rapidly captured a number of 
strategic positions in the city. The 
success of the movement appears cer- 
tain. 

“Practically all the civil population 
is in arms and collaborating with the 
revolutionaries with great enthusiasm. 

“The chief of the movement is 
Colonel Mendes Reis.’’

Revolt Spreading Over Country. 


LONDON, Feb. 7 (4).—Portugal, 
north and south, is in the grip of revo- 
lutionary activities. Attention was 
partly drawn today from the serious 
situation at Oporto, where the War 
Minister’s strong measures have not 
yet succeeded in compelling the sur- 
render of the revolutionary leaders, to 
what appear to be far graver events 
fin Lisbon itself. 

A brief message which passed the 
censorship feported a revolutionary 
movement against the Government in 
the capital and in support of the 
Oporto rebels. This movement, it was 
atated, was receiving active assistance 
from both police and the people. 

After that the censorship closed 
down on outgoing messages and no 
details as to whether the movement 
has. been successful are available. 

With President Carmona, who also 
holds the portfolio of War, absent, di- 
recting the military operations against 
the Oporto revolutionists, it is feared 
that events at Lisbon may take an ex- 
tremely serious turn, and further ad- 
vices are awaited wtih the greatest 
anxiety. 

In the meantime the Government's 
drastic steps both in the way of rein- 
forcements and mbardments have 
failed to bring the Oporto rebels to 
terms, although here again, owing to 
strict censorship, it difficult to as- 
of events. 

There seems no doubt, however, that 
heavy fighting has been going on and 
that the bombardments have done real 
damage to the city. Hundreds of cas- 
ualties are reported, while public build- 
ings such as the Postoffice have been 
burned. 

Dispatches through Havas, the semi- 
official French news agency in Paris, 
quoted the Portuguese War Minister 
as saying in a formal statement that 
the rebels at Oporto had refused to 
accept the conditions imposed and that 
the bombardment had been reopened. 
Firing began only after issuance of a 
proclamation requesting the civil pop- 
ulation of Oporto to leave the city.

Revolt Headed by General Dias. 
VIGO, Spain, Feb. 7 (.—Political 
leaders, headed by General Souza Diaz, 
are back of the present revolutionary 
movement in Portugal against the dic- 
tatorship established by, General Car- 
mona last May, 

These leaders prepared for the revolt 
over a period of months. Propaganda 
was assiduously disseminated among 
all the garrisons throughout the coun- 
try to bring about the movement, the 
avowed purpose of which is to restore 
the Parliamentary Administration and 
permit the political parties to resume 
their functions. The revolutionary 
proclamation was signed by Souzx 
Diaz and Commander Yame de Nores, 
former Governor of Angola. 

President Carmona and the members 
of his Cabinet visited Oporto the last 
week in January, and the revolution- 
aries planned to act on that occasion 
by seizing the President and his Min- 
isters and forcing their resignation. 
They were unable to carry out this 
plan, as there was not sufficient time 
to inform certain elements upon which 
they had counted. Therefore, they de- 
cided to effect the coup at 4 A. M. on 
Feb. 4, as two of the Ministers still 
remained at Oporto, and this Plan was 
carried out. 

The revolutionaries occupied the mili- 
tary headquarters in Oporto, the 
bridges across the River Douro and the 
post and telegraph offices, and at- 
tacked the officers’ mess building, 
where the Minister of Commerce and 
other officers were sleeping. 

The Minister of Commerce and the 
Marquis ,Ficalho, captain in the 
Oporto artillery, escaped ‘through a 
back window. The Marquis joined his 
loyal regiment in the Oporto artillery 
barracks and thence was ordered to 
Coimbra to organize a column to march 
on Oporto. 

Ultimatum to Government. 


The revolutionaries, led by Souza 
Diaz and other officers, all of whom 
are affiliated with political parties, 
served an ultimatum upon the Govern- 
ment demanding its resignation and 
re-establishment of a Parliamentary 
Administration. 
The Minister of War immediately 
left Lisbon for the ‘north and estab- 
lished headquarters at Aveiro, whence 
he ordered an encircling movement on 
Qporto. Troops from the First, Second 
and Third Divisions of the North were 
mobilized.

WASHI GTON, Feb. 7. — Germany |: 
has made one of the greatest financial 
recoveries in history, J. E. Sterrett, 
retiring American member of the 
Transfer Committee under the Dawes 
plan, told President Coolidge today 
during a discussion of the economic 
situation in Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries.

* Action on College’s Request 
for Land in Bronx. 








ALL SAID TO FAVOR PLAN 





< ; —* 
Mrs. Elliott Promises That City 
Will Not: Be Asked to 
Contribute Funds. 





Though ‘the Board of Estimate, sit- 
ting as the committee of the whole 
yesterday, laid over for three weeks 
the determination -of a new site for 
Hunter College, the sale of the present 
college property and the moving of 
the college to the Bronx is almost a 
certainty, in the opinion of Mrs. Max- 
well Hall Elliott, chairman of the 
building committee of the Board of 
Trustees and President of the alumni. 

Acting Mayor McKee, presiding at 
yesterday’s meeting, asked several 
questions when the question of assign- 
ing the unused part of the Jerome 
Park Reservoir site for the use of the 
college was brought up. He explained 
that it has been proposed that a part 
of the site be used for a storage yard 
for the new subway, now under con- 
struction, and that this matter would 
have to be decided’ before the site 
could be turned over to the college. 
Mrs. Elliott informed him that the 
proposed removal of the college would 
entail no outlay by the city. The 
members of the board are said to favor 
the college plan. 


Pian to Take Ninety-nine Acres. 
This plan contemplates the taking of 


_-about ninety-nine acres for the college. 


There are 127 acres in the reservoir 
gwite that were not used when the 
reservoir was built, but part of it has 
been turned over to the De Witt 
Clinton High School and a portion at 
the south end is used by the armory 
of the 258th Field Artillary. 

Mrs. Elliott explained after the meet- 
ing that while the college might not 
need more than forty-five acres for its 
own purposes. it would be advisable to 
take the whole site with a view to de- 
velopment in the future. There is 
already a proposal to establish a mu- 
seum on the site. It is hoped the col- 
lege will be surrounded by buildings 
devoted to educational and semi-edu- 
cational purposes. 

Mrs. Elliott said that the present col- 
lege, bounded by Park and Lexington 
Avenués, Sixty-eighth and Sixty-ninth 
Streets, is somewhat antiquated and 
in need of reconstruction. - The prop- 
erty could be sold for between $5,000,- 
000 and $6,000,000, the building commit- 
tee has been advised, the land being 
desirable for apartment buildings. 
With the proceeds of the sale the more 
important buildings. contemplated in 
the college plans cguld be erected in 
the Bronx.

Would Meet Bronx’s Demand. 


Practically all of these things, which 
embrace a number of activities from 
which the college is now excluded be- 
cause of lack of room, could be ob- 
tained on the reservoir site without ex- 
pense to the city, Mrs. Elliot said. At 
the same time, she pointed out, the 
move would meet the demand of the 
Bronx for its own college. 

Mrs. Elliott said that many students 
at Hunter College come from the 
Bronx and northern Manhattan. She 
said the proposed site is only twenty- 
five minutes from the centre of Man- 
hattan by subway. 

Two years would be required to erect 
the buildings proposed, Mrs. Elliott be- 
lieves, and at the end of that time the 
Board of Higher Education will be 
ready to take over the college. 

The proposed site for the college lies 
between the east side of the existing 
reservoir and Jerome Avenue and be- 
tween Kingsbridge Road and Mosholu 
Parkway.

Financial difficulties have beset. the 
American Zion Commonwealth, the or- 
ganization for putting into effect the 
colonization of Palestine by Jews, as 
the rsult of too much land buying and 
the economic crisis in Poland. The}.

serious if American, Jews had not pro- 
vided sufficient funds to lift the mort- 
gages on land and give the Common- 
wealth sufficient liquid capital with |’ 
which to work. 


There is no danger of bankruptcy as 
the result of the monwealth’s diffi- 
culties, it was said by Samuel J. 
Rosensohn, attorney for the Common- 
wealth, ‘who has been liquidating some 
of the organization’ 8 assets. The assets 
of~ the organization exceed the lia- 
bilities by about $250,000, he said, and 
there is no doubt that within a few 
years the Commonwealth will have dis- 
posed of most of its land. But mean- 
while it appears that the real estate 
market is just as congested in 


United States. 

An article on the financial situation 
of the Commonw in the New 
Palestine of Feb. 4 declares that in 
1925 the Commonwealth, which had 
been selling land in Palestine to 
American Jews, began the sale of lgnd 
to Polish Jews who wished to settle 
in Palestine. A cooperative agreement 
was made with the Meshek Agency, 
an organization formed in Poland and 
Germany to facilitate this form of 
settlement. When the economic crisis 
in Poland occurred, with accompany- 
mg depreciation of Polish currency, 
and the resources of Polish Jews dis- 
appeared, said the article, the Com- 
monwealth was left with land which 
it had bought and only partly paid 
for.. Parcels: of land were returned to 
the Commonwealth, which also had to 
make good obligations assumed by the 
Meshak. 

“The crisis still continues and, as a 
result, the market for the sale of land 
in Palestine has completely dried up, 
and there isnot only a.large unem- 
oyment in Palestine, but a natural 
triction of credits which affects all 
Zionist institutions, including, nat- 
urally, the American Zion Comron- 
wealth,”’ da the New Palestine.

“The great danger in the McNary- 
Haugen bill,” said Senator Curtis, ‘‘is 
that of encouraging over-production.’’ 
Senator Sheppard of Texas said he 
had decided to give his support to the 
McNary-Haugen bill.

Nash, who were to have-taken the 
stand tomorrow to testify for the 
appellants will not be heard until 
Wednesday, it wag announced when 
the hearing adjourned, j 
The witnesses who caught the full 
force of Mr. Gregg’s examination to- 
day was Faul Clay, Vice President of 
the Moody Investment Service of New 
York. Mr. Clay had testifned on di- 
rect examination on Friday and had 
| put into the record testimony of great 
importance to the appellants, including 
an estimate of the value of Ford stock 
as of March, 1913, as $10,000. The Gov- 
ernment contends that the stock had a 
valuation then of only $3,500, although, 
in 1919, at the request of Henry and 
Edsel Ford, an official valuation of 
$9,489 a share was fixed. 
The cross-questioning was extremely 
technical and the combination of a 
day almost as mild as June and the 
drone of statistics caused several of 
the auditors in the public:section to 
disclose that they listened best with 
their eyes closed.

At another point Mr. Gregg pointed 
out a. hypothetical flaw in one of the’ 
tables, and Mr. Clay, who was , 
ing some impatience with the per- 
sistence of his crosg-examination, said 
that the srme alleged flaw was in the 
company statistigs cited against the 
table, so that one error offset the 
other. ? 

“All statistical conclusions are erro- 
neous,”’ he said shortly. 

The Treasury attorney scored a point 
when the witness admitted that he 
had not judged the value of the Ford 
stock on its market value basis but 
on its intrinsic basis.

On the basis 
of estimated traffic, the Port Author- 
ity estimates that the first year after 
construction the revenue from tolls 
will be sufficient to cover safely the 
annual interest charges and the ex- 
penses of administration and mainte- 
nance and will grow sufficiently after- 
ward to provide a surplus sufficient to 
amortize the bonds issued for con- 
struction. 

Estimates of the traffic which will 
use the bridge have been made. These 
indicate that 1,560,000 vehicles, includ- 
buses; 1,892,300 passengers in ordinary 
vehicles and 5,970,000 passengers in 
buses would use the bridge in 1932 
upon its opening to traffic. A gradual 
growth in traffic each year is shown 
by the estimates, and the Port Author- 
ity neers calculate that by 1950

The report asserts that the new 
bridge would form. a link in through 
traffic tes between New York City 
and New Jersey and New York State 
west of the Hudson River, supplement- 
ing the vehicular tunnel; the proposed 
bridge across the.

“Be it resolved that we heartily ap- 
prove of their efforts and we pledge 
to give them our individual and col- 
lective support, and: be it further re- 
golved that we in our pulpits and 
among our parishioners. do everything | o¢ 
to uphold them and the officials in 
the punishment of offenders of com- 
mon decency.” 

Representatives of 1,000 Protestant 
Evangelical Churches were present at 
the meeting. The meeting also 
adopted resolutions in favor of the 
proposed Hofstadter bill, designed to 
punish the publishers of obscene 
prints and articles. 


Ziegfeld Applauds Banton. 


Florenz Ziegfeld, producer of the 
Follies and other shows, urged District 
Attorney Banton in a telegram yes- 
terday to stop nude dancing in revues 
and night clubs. He said that the 
‘police had stopped such spectactes in 
125th Street, and asked why they 
eould not stop them in the theatrical 
district. His telegram was as follows: 

“Accept my congratulations on the 
gtand you are taking. I hope you will 
investigate the revues now playing in 
NeW York. Not one of them would be 
tolerated irf Boston or Philadelphia. 
The baring of the breasts of the youth 
of America to draw a few extra dol- 
lars, and absolute nude figures danc- 
ing around the stage should be stopped 
both in the revues and the night clubs.

More Conferences Held. 


Conferences on the theatrical situ- 
ation were held yesterday by public of- 
ficials and private individuals, but no 
progress was made.

Laughlin held a brief conversation and 
will meet today.

Archbishop Outlines Proposals. 


The proposals were otulined at con- 
piderable length by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury in his opening speéch this 
afternoon. He explained that the 
alternative book was permissive only 
and in no sense forced on those who 
did not wish to use it. It was a com- 
posite book, containing the Prayer 
Book in its entirety with only some 
trifling changes in the old forms of 
minor offices. This form of book 
might seem evasive and clumsy, but 
it had the great advantage that the 
worshiper who took only the new 
book to chyrch would find within its 
Re everything which could be used 

ere, whether new or old. 

The changes made by the majority 
Gealt with matters which were quite 
uncontroversial. They were the 
of changes which had been advocated 
recently with practical unanimity, 
gwuch as the permissive ae ae — 
morning and evening prayers —*2 — 
increase of prayers and thanksgiving 
in a number of cases. Liberty was 
given to shorten the Litany and use of 
the Athanasian Creed was made volun- 
tary. Additional ‘‘proper prefaces’ 
were permitted in the communion of- 
fices and the cust modifications 
for use of the Psalter on Sundays was 
sanctioned. The office for the burial 
of the dead had been enriched and in 
the orders for baptism and matrimony 
some references to the Old Testament

» containing the offices of Prime and 
Compline and a short service which 


might be said by the minister and peo- 
ple before Holy Communion. In the 
game appendix provision was made for 
additional Epistles and Gospels to be 
used on week. days in Lent and with 
epecial Collects on certain other oc- 
casions. No elaborate provision was 
made for. various minor holidays be- 
cause the whole question of the cal- 
endar had been left to a commission 
to examine. 


Office of Holy Communion. 


Turnine to matters. which he said 
would not be called non-controversial, 
the Archbishop continued: 

“I will mention three connected with 
the office of the holy communion. 


We followed the direction of letters of 
advice that we shoulds deal with the 
subject of the vesture of the clergy, 
and we have adopted your own sug- 
gested advice. Next—and this is a 
matter of great importance—we are 
giving sanction to the optional use of 
an alternative order for administration 
of the holy communion. 

‘We have naturally taken into con- 
pideration the offices already in use in 
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Lord’s life besides the crucifixion. 
Also the offering ‘‘of ourselves, our 
souls and bodies” became part of the 
consecration prayer itself. These 
changes had long been desgived by a 
considerable section of the Church and 
it was, the Archbishop believed, a rea- 
sonable comment on the existing 
prayer that it omitted certain elements 
of very high antiquity and gave 
greater fuliness to the commemoration 
of the Lord’s redemption. 

“I turn next,” said the Archbishop, 
“to the anxious question of reserva- 
tion of the consecrated elements for 
communion of the sick. There is no 
question, with the stress laid, rightly 
or wrongly, by many a one on the ob- 
ligation of the priest to celebrate fast- 
ing and yet more with increased fre- 
quency reception of the holy com- 
munion by the faithful, that a demand 


has grown up which calls for considera- 
tion. Accordingly, a rubric is; prefaced 
to the alternative order for communion 
of the sick to make provision for 


munion of the sick and for no other 
purpose. 

“There are two other points apart 
from the order of holy communion. 
We have included among the special 
collects, epistles and gospels, for per- 
missive use, thanksgivings which may 
be used on any day when desired, for 
the institution of holy baptism and for 
the institution of holy communion.

Archbishop of York’s Explanation, 

The Archbishop of Canterbury hav- 
ing explained the proposed changes ir 
the Prayer Book, the Archbishop® of 
York outlined the ‘‘measure”’, by which 
the changes are to be brought into 
force. The new ‘composite’ Prayer 
Book, he said, meant a book in which 
the existing Book of:Common Prayer 
and permitted additions, alterations 
and ‘alternatives were placed together

old. book as’ regards such matters as 
the number of sponsers and times 
when Holy Baptism might be cele- 
brated where it would be gravely in- 
convenient if parishes differed from 
one another. 

The Book of Common Prayer would 
not only retain its text and the right 
to be used in services of the Church, 
but would remain the authoritative ex- 
pression and standard of Church doc- 
trineship. This was provided for in the 
meastre. 

Clause V. of the measure empowered 
the Archbishop and Bishops of each 
province to issue.supplementary and 
special forms of worship for which the 
tneed sometimes arose in the varied life 
of the Church but which could not 
fitly be included in a fixed prayer 
book. These special forms, however, 
must neither be substitutes for nor 
contrary to any forms or orders al- 
ready contained in the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer or the composite book. 

The Archbishop said he hoped this 
revision: would end another kind of re- 
vision of the Prayer Book which had 
been going on for years. .This was un- 
au additions or alterations by 
individual clergy which had been ren- 
dered almost inevitable in the past by 
the excessive straitness of the letter of

Alternative Form of Communion. 


Followiltig' is the new alternative 
form for holy communion preceded by 
two important new rubrics: 

For” the. avoidance of all contro- 
versy and doubtfulness it is hereby 
prescribed that notwithstanding any- 
thing that is elsewhere enjoined in 
any rubric or canon, the priest in 
celebrating. holy communion shall 
wear either a surplic® with stole or 
with scarf:and hood or white alb 
plain with vestment or cope. 

The order here provided shall not 
be supplemerited by additional pray- 
ers save so far as is herein per- 
mitted; nor shall prifate devotions of 
those present be mich as to hinder, 
interrupt or alter the course of the 
service. 

There shall be no celebration of

has known in vecent years. He leavi 
the ring after, five years with a do 
tune estimated tn excess of $250, 
which “he . has. invested to produce a 
substantial income. 
Berlenbach started fighting in 1921; 
after abandoning his wrestling career, 
at the instigation of Dan Hickey, old 
New York A. C. boxing instructor. 
.. Berlenbach won the national ama- 
fteur heavyweight championship in 
1921-22, knocking out thirteen rivals. 
He turned professional in 1923 and 
— ten knockouts in as many 
outs: : 


Unbeaten Until 1924. 
Berlénbach went undefeated until 
1924, when he was knocked out by 
Jack Delaney in the old Garden. He 
recovered: from: this setback, and in 
May, 1925,- won ‘the world’s light- 
héavy weight’ title from Mike McTigue.

“Sinner” is a “iy of the new free- 
dom—dramatic as ‘well ag domestic. In 
neither field .does it penetrate quite 
far enough to earn a reproof; at times, 
in fact, it strikes,out‘so desperately for 
freedom that it almost defeats its pur- 
pose. The play supplies a reasonably 
entertaining evening in the theatre, 
however, and last night’s audience at 
the Klaw was inclined to bestow its 
approval. 

“Sinner” is the work of the veteran 
Thompson Buchanan, whose pre-occu- 
pation with-the films has made of him 
only an intermittent playwright in late 
years. It is,. perhaps, Mr: Buchanan’s 
very absence from the stage that has 
caused him to write the kind of play 
that “‘Sinner’’ is. He is determined to

abreast of the times all these years, 
and the result is. a play that is con- 
stantly trying pretty hard to keep up 
with what Mr. Buchanan considers to 
be the modern trend. 

He has taken for his heroine a 
young woman who looks with disfavor 
upon the marriage vow, and he tells 
with no. little intensity the story of 
what happens after circumstances 
have forced her to enter into mar- 
riage. The contending rights of love 
and business, the gradual fading of 
romance, the glamour of the, illicit, 
the “battle between the sexes,”’ as Mr. 
Buchanan is pleased to call it—these, 
with love triumphant at the curtain, 
are the main ingredients of ‘‘Sinner.” 

And yet, definitely though mysteri- 
ously, it weaves a certain spell. Mr. 
Buchanan is an old hand at the busi- 
ness, and sufficient of a showman 
never to let you guess exactly how 
things will turn out. At it proceeds 
from scene to scene, you find yourself 
wondering what the next one will 
bring forth, and that must be pretty 
good playwriting. If Mr. Buchanan 
had been only a little less anxious to 
shock, a bit less crude in his use of 
words and phrases, ‘Sinner’ might 
havé been a good play.. It remains, 
as has been said, a pretty good en- 
tertainment. 

There is a generally able cast, with 
the talented Clairborne Foster and Al- 
lan Dinehart (the latter now a pro- 
ducer, as well as actor and director) 
in the principal réles. Miss Foster 
herewith steps out of comedy into 
something a shade more serious, and 
does it, in the main, with skill and 
assurance. The experienced. Mr. Dine- 
hart, of course, finds his task not an 
arduous one. There are further good [ 
performances by Merle Maddern and 
Vera Alien.

-.The first ‘‘Bartered Bride’ perform- 
ance of the season, last night in the 
Metropolitan’ Opera House was an’ un- 
usually ° brilliant interpretation and 
was exceptionally successful with the 


audience. ——— necessary 
to make a ervation on this latter 


point, even vvhen the opera is well 
}presented, The reason is that the style 
of this Bohemian comedy. of peasant 
life is one somewhat remote from the 
tastes of this place and day. A Metro- 
politan audience is far from the sim- 
ple villagers concerning whom Smetana 
composed so affectionately and so well. 
His score remains a wellspring of the 
most fresh and charming music. It 
may also be said that the instrumenta- 
tion_has a simplicity and charm which 
matches the character of the musical 
ideas.

Let a performance 
of the “Bartered “Bride” be heavy 
handed or inept, and: not only the 
music but a modern American audi- 


Last 
night the performance proceeded mer- 
rily, with a lively .ensemble and a 
well appointed cast, of which the prin- 
members. excelled in their por- 
trayal of simple or comic characters.

MME. FRIJSH HEARD AGAIN. 


Danish Soprano Delights Audience 
Throughout Her Program. 

Mme. Povla Frijsh, Danish soprano, 
gave her third song recital at Aeolian 
Hall last evening, with Frank Bibb at 
the piano. Mme. Marcelia Sembrich 
made one of an audience which dis- 
played every symptom of delight dur- 
ing the evening. 

The artist invested everything she 
did with charm. Her voice. is flexible 
and possesses a timbre of its own. 
She is above all a stylist, and brought 
personality to bear on the problems 
of her songs. 

Mme. Frijsh was recalled for her 
initial group. In this Schubert’s ‘‘Wo- 
hin” won everybody. Her French songs 
were exceptionally well sung, excellent 
diction lending its aid. But Mme. 
Frijsh was pre-eminent in the Scandi- 
navian numbers. She s two ef- 
fective airs by Sibelius, of which ‘“‘Was 
It a Dream?” had to be _ repeated. 
Kjerulf’s ‘‘Last Night the Nightingale 
Woke Me’ was also repeated. “A 
Vision” by Greig won the same com- 
poser’s ‘‘Dream”’ as an encore (by re- 
quest). . 

The artist ended her recital with five 
Zigeunerlieder by Brahms. Mr. Bibb’s 
accompaniments were invaluable. 


BEN LEVITZKY APPLAUDED. 


Young Violinist Displays an Easy 
Technique in Recital in Town Hall. 


Ben Levitzky, a talented young vio- 
linist, gave a recital at Town Hall last 
evening assisted by Leroy Shield at the 
piano. He has an easy technique and 
considerable power of emotional ex- 
pression. He gave his auditors a clear 
idea of Leclair’s eighteenth century 
sonata, contrasting it with Saint- 
Saéns’s concerto in B minor. 

There were occasional moments when 
Mr. Levitzky, in his desire to indicate 
the mood, somewhat slighted technical 
details, but the general effect im- 
pressed the audience favorably, es- 
pecially the sensitive —*2* in the 
second movement, and they were gen- 
erous in their applause. 

In a mixed group, Achron-Auer’s 
Hebrew lullaby was repeated, while 
Ernest Bloch’s “‘Nigun’’ was played 
with serious and earnest intention. 
Mr, Levitzky evidently seeks to inter- 
pret the meaning of his composers 

rather than skim over a mechanical 
surface. He ended his recital with the 
“Tzigane’’ of Maurice Ravel.

Katherine Bacon, playing from mem- 
ory, approached last night the half- 
way point in the series of thirty-two 
pianoforte sonatas of Beethoven, at the 
third of her seven successive Monday 
evenings in Steinway Hall.

PANAMA DEFIES THE UNITED 
STATES. 
This is a great time for small and 
weak nations to stand up against big. 
ones. Nothing in that line has oc- 
curred which is more extraordinary 
than the outburst in the Republic of 
Panama against the’ treaty recently 
signed between her representatives and 
those of the United States. It must 
have come like a thunderclap of sur- 
prise to our State Department. The 
object of the treaty was to perfect the 
military defense of the United States, 
securing to this country, in case of 
war, unlimited control of the Panama 
Canal and adjacent territory, and for- 
bidding the tiny republic to be neutral 
in the event of hostilities. ‘Panama 
must unite her gigantic armaments to 
those of the United States. This was 
the sore point with the Government of 
Panama. There were loud outcries in 
the Panama Assembly and in the press 
about the brutal proposal of the United 
States to destroy the ‘‘ sovereignty” 
of Panama. The upshot was that the 
treaty, which would evidently have 
been fejected if pressed for ratifica- 
tion, was postponed until the agents 
of Panama could go to Washington 
and @ecure large modifications of it. 
There is inevitably something humor- 
ous about the David of the Isthmus 
thys going out to meet the Goliath of 
the Continent. The first feeling at 
Washington was one of amused curi- 
osity. Panama has been regarded at 
the seat of our Government, ever 
since President RoosmvELT “ took” it 
twenty-four years ago, as the most 
insignificant of pawns on our chess- 
board. The idea that it would refuse 
to move as ordered seems never to 
have occurred to anybody at ‘Wash- 
ington. This would have seemed gross 
ingratitudé, not merely biting the hand 
that fed Panama, but defying the 
strong arm that brought it into exis- 
tence. However, now that Panama 
has risen in all her might and majesty 
to demand that the United States 
recede from some of the provisions of 
the treaty, it is softly intimated at 
Washington that the necessary adjust- 
ments can be made. But the spectacle 
of Panama speaking in the name of all 
Latin America and challenging the 
power of the United States remains 
magnificent, Nothing like it has been 
seen since the German professor years 
‘ago asserted of a certain plan agreed: 
to by all the European Powers, “ But, 
gentlemen, Baden will not permit it.”

THE GOVERNOR ON GRADE- 
CROSSINGS. 

In a special message to,the Legis- 
lature, Governor SMITH urges passing 
an amendment to the existing grade- 
crossings amendment so that the’ 
county rather than the town may pay 
part of the cost of. eliminating grade- 
crossings. Experience has shown, he 
points out, that in the rural districts 
the local authorities are often unable to 
provide the necessary funds when re- 
| quired,’ In many cases this: is because 
the locality is moré intérested in other 
projects than in getting rid of grade- 
crossings, with the result. that they 
are reluctant to furnish their share 
of the funds. A resolution to correct 
this by making it possible for the 
counties’ to. deal. with such projects 
was passed in the last Legislature, 
but must be ‘approved again before 
an amendment can be submitted to 
the people. Thé Governor hopes that 
this will be done in time to permit 
the matter to come up atthe next 
election, so that work in the rural 
districts will not be Mpnecemsariy 
delayed.

But so many are the dif- 
ferent interests to be harmonized that 
more complications than had . been 
foreseen have arisen. Not only are 
there different State authorities to be 
consulted, but the interests of the 
localities and also of the railroad com- 
panies have to be considered. Nat- 
urally, the poorer towns have shown 
a disposition to delay action, and the 
railroad companies have not been 
anxious to undertake expenditures ex- 
cept to eliminate the most dangerous 
crossings. Furthermore, when these 
cases have come up, there have been 
difficulties in determining what im- 
provements were in excess of the bare 
necessity’ in ending grade-crossings, 
and were rightly chargeable to the 
town or the railroad. 

In spite of these difficulties the work 
is progressing. The Public Service 
Commission examined no less than 140 
major up-State projects last year and 
passed favorably on more than half, 
and hearings on eighty-four more 
crossings have been planned. The 
changes suggested by the Governor 
should be effected in order to simplify 
and expedite this difficult and very 
costly work. — —— 





LITERACY EXAMINATIONS. 

A bill -has been introduced in the 
Assembly by Mr. DrcKMAN exempt- 
ing the City of New York from the 
present law requiring-all new voters 
to present certificates of literacy issued 
by the State Education Department, or 
in lieu thereof certificates or diplomas 
showing that the holders have com- 
pleted at least the work of an ap- 
proved eighth grade elementary school. 
The proposed change would permit the 
Board of Inspectors in any election 
district in this city to “conduct brief 
examinations” of its own under rules 
and regulations prescribed by the 
Board of Elections. This would prob- 
ably result in a reversion, so far as 
one-half of the State is concerned, to 
the old practice. It still would be 
within the discretion of the Boards of 
Inspectors to accept the literacy cer- 
tificates issued by the educational 
authorities; but if the inspectors were 
free to ignore them and to determine 
literacy by their own brief and varying 
examinations, the result would un- 
doubtedly be that the educational cer- 
tificate system would be broken down. 
The present system has everything 
to commend it: (1) the tests are uni- 
form \throughout ‘the State; (2) the 
examination questions are prepared by 
competent persons and are designed 
to discover the ability of the candi- 
dates for the franchise to use the 
English language intelligently, and (3) 
the examinations are conducted in the 
schools, whose general function is to 
prepare pupils for citizenship, and 
whose first task is to make them able 
to read, ‘write and speak the language 
of the land. If the law is so amended 
as to make it unnecessary for the new 
voter to meet. the tests devised by 
those whose occupation it is to teach 
the English language, the temptation 
will be. to take a chance on getting 
by without undergoing the training 
essential to securing a literacy cer- 
tificate, The election officials, wishing 
to be sure of the literacy of those who 
seék the privilege of voting, should 
welcome such assistance as the State 
now gives through its schoo] officials 
and. teachers. 

No. figures. are available for the 
number of would-be first voters who 
were rejected under the old system, 
but the statistics under the new sys- 
tem for 1923 to 1926 inclusive show 
that from 16.1 per cent. to 21.4 per 
cent. of the total number applying for 
certificates failed, the total number 
passing the Regents’ literacy test being 
19,806 in 1923, 48,888 in 1924 (the 
Presidential year), 25,358 in 1925 and 
28,108 in 1926. ‘Two facts stand out: 
First, that a very considerable number 
of applicants are not prepared for 
‘literate citizenship, apd second, that 
the number who have prepared them- 
selyes' for sharing in the responsibili- 
ties wt citizenship is gradually srow · 
ing in the normal years. The impor- 
tance of making the best possible pro- 
vision “in. the evening schools for 
teaching ‘English to those of alien 
téngue is also clear.

BUILDING PLANS IN WASHINGTON. 
Public: building plans for ‘Washing- 
ton aré proéeeding at a rapid pace.. 
The House yesterday approved a bill. 
appropriating $25,000,000 making pos- 
sible the purchase of the ‘Triangle site 
‘south of Pennsylvania Avenue in the 
capital, Here will arise monumental 
buildings to house the Government 
departments, so constructed,.in the 
language of a previous act, “as to 
“combine high standards of archi- 
“tectural beauty and practical util- 
“ity... The sum of. $50,000,000 has 
already ‘been set aside to erect the 
buildings. The Mall will be the axis 
of this spacious composition, with 
most of the new buildings carefully 
grouped between it and the avenue. 
Thus is assured the fulfillment of the 
dreams of those who, from L’ENFANT 
down, have planned the orderly and 
beautiful development of the capital 
city. ¢ 
One phase of* the present scheme, 
however, is giving Washington archi- 
tects and their friends throughout 
the country much concern. Without 
grudging the Mall. her splendid future, 
they think that Lafayette Square 
has been slighted. This square, lying 
immediately across Pennsylvania Ave- 
nue from the front entrance to the 
White House, forms a natural ap- 
proach from the north. The -McMillan 
plan, commonly regarded as the log- 
ical interpretation of the original 
L’Enfant plan, called attention to the 
fact that while the White House is 
one of our foremost: national monu- 
ments, it is a “ relatively modest, un- 
“ pretentious structure in architectur- 
‘al mass and could easily be dwarfed 
“and rendered insignificant if thrown 
“into sharp contrast with large build- 
“ings.” So say the architects, who 
are making an eleventh-hour attempt 
to preserve the square from the en- 
croachment of commercial’ structures 
out of keeping with the Executive 
Mansion. 
In the old days Lafayette "Square 
was surrounded by fine private 
Here were the homes of 
DANIEL WEBSTER, HENRY ADAMS, 
GIDEON WELLES, Dorux Maprison, 
JoHN Hay. Many would have liked 
to see the old houses preserved and 
the dignity of the square assured. 
But if that was not possible and some 
concession had to be made to the de- 
mands of the modern city’s life, it 
was hoped that sites about the square 
would be used for appropriate public 
or semi-public “buildings: But the 
Bruce amendment to last year’s Pub- 
lic Buildings act @ashed those Qopes. 
Because he thought land values were 
too high around Lafayette Square, 
Senator Bruce insisted on limiting 
the great building program to tle 
sites south of Pennsylvania Avenue. 
The architects want this restriction 
lifted. e

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SOVIET MERCHANDISING. 
Economic recuperation in Russia 
has been most notable in. agricul- 
ture, less successful in industry and 
least of all in marketing. Crop pro- 
duction is now usually stated to have 
attained the-pre-war level. Industrial 
production is said to be approximating 
the pre-war level “by and large.” 
Industries like coal and oil have done 
well, while factory production which 
involves greater complexities and more 
skillful management is still lagging be- 
hind 1918. But when it comes to Gov- 
ernment trade, the failure is. conspic- 
uous and admitted. Soviet trading 
methods and results are now the sub- 
ject of outspoken criticism in the Bol- 
shevist press. “ When retail prices,” 
writes our Moscow correspondent, 
“average 100 per cent. higher than 
“factory costs, there is something 
“rotten in the State.” Socialism in 
the sphere of Government: merchan- 
dising has confessedly broken down. 
Our correspondent is careful to point 
out that what would be called extor- 
tion prices in capitalistic countries are 
not primarily due to administrative 
incapacity in Soviet Russia, Within 
less than a year after the Bolshevist 
seizure of power, LENIN warned his 
followers that the honeymoon of idea- 
chepping and “ meeting-holding’* was 
over and that the Communists must 
learn “how to trade.” ‘The fact that 
two years later he found it necessary 
to restore private trade would indicate 
that at that time the lesson had not 
yet been learned. But subsequently 
the Soviet administrators seemed to 
have learned the lesson too well, In 
their eagerness to show “results” 
they have gone after profits with a 
‘ferocity that would do credit to the 
most strenuous capitalist profiteer. 
“Eager for the approval of gheir su- 
periors, meaning promotion,’ writes 
our Moscow correspondent, “ there has 
“been frenzied competition among the 
“ State business men to make the big- 
“gest profits.” The Red bureaucrats 
have shied away from thu red ink. 
This is, of course, not the whole 
‘story. Such enormous profits would 
_be impossible if there were no goods 
famine in Russia. Today “demand 
exceeds supply by at least twige.”

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| PUNISHING CRIME IN NEW. 
Attorney General Karzenpacn. of 
New Jersey has rendered an opinion 
that when the State Legislature (in 
1918) fixed a fifteen-year minimum 
for “life terms” it was the intention 
to allow. commutation Yor good. be- 
havior. It has since been shown that 
112 murderers in the State prison can 
take advantage of the ruling. Good 
behavior would reduce the minimum 
term to ten years and nine months. 
Some of the murders for which “ mini- 
mum” life terms are being served 
were of an atrocious character” The 
list is long. ‘But in some way or other, 
by . the subtlety of lawyers and for 
alleged mitigating circumstances, none 
of the 112 need serve more than ten 
years and nine months if the Attorney 
General's ruling stands, Convicts who, 
perhaps were sentenced for crimes 
against property, and who are “in” 


| for a specific period longer than thé 


life-term minimum of fifteen years, 
may see the murderers returning to 
the “ bosom of society.’ 

It is for the Legislature to say 
whether in future life-termers shall 
be released upon serving a minimum 
of fifteen years, or less for good be- 
havior, In 1918 a law‘was enacted 
making fifteen years the minimum of 
a life sentence. Assemblyman Brro of 
Essex has introduced a repealing act. 
Its purpose is to “correct an over- 
sight” in the statute of last year 
which restored the “ straight sentence 
for fixed terms.” The intention seems 
to have been to do away with the in- 
determinate sentence. So concerned 
are the people of New Jersey that serj- 
ous opposition to the Biro bill is un- 
likely. It is now realized that making 
a minimum of fifteen years for life 
terms during the war was an excess of 
sentimental indulgence. 

It is important that the mistake 
should be corrected, because the 
Crimes Commission of 1926 has taken 
a’ position against severe sentences, 


impose. It holds that. “the present 
“crime situation requires a more 
“speedy administration and certainty 
“of punishment.” Accordingly, pro- 
posals are made to expedite the ma- 
chinery of the courts, especially in 
appeal eases. It is recommended: that 
sentences follow conviction within 
thirty days, and that criminal cases 
be put ahead of civil,on the Supreme 
‘Court docket. It is declared that “the 
“present crimes act and the criminal 
“‘procedure act require little if any 
“improvement.” If that is so, New 
Jersey is fortunate. But the fact that 
112 murderers were sentenced to life 
terms which were whittled down to 


fifteen years or lesais not reassuring.

The Moscow University 
Sun-Spots, professor who, as re- 
Influenza Ported in THE Times of 
Sunday, puts on ‘‘sun- 
— — spot activity” the blame 
net only for the present influenza epi- 
demic but for war, is not wholly an 
innovator. He avers that the peri- 
odicity of maximum solar disturbances 
of the kind is eleven years, and that 
so is the periodicity of epidemics and 
war; on which ground he has predicted 
the next great war in 1927 or 1929. 

In 1875 a similar ‘‘sun-spot theory” 
was promulgated by Professor STAN- 
Ley Jzvons, on the more plausible 
arithmetical argument that maximum 
sun-spot activity and British commer- 
cial panics both came at intervals of 
something like éleven years, and that 
therefore one might possibly: be the 
cause of the other. Jsevons contended 
that bad harvests were the proximate 
cause of panics and that sun-spots.in- 
fluenced the crops. From this he rea- 
soned that ‘‘it may be that the com- 
mercial classes of the English nation 
* * * form a body suited, by mental 
and other conditions, to go through a 
complete oscillation -in a period nearly 
corresponding to that of the sun- 
spots’; under which circumstances ‘‘a 
comparatively slight variation in the 
price of food * * * could suffice to 
produce violent effects.” 

But Professor Jzvons’s theory came 
to grief. The theorist betrayed him- 
self into an extremely unlucky proph- 
ecy. He assigned 1879 tor the next 
date of high solar activity and for the 
next British panic—‘‘so convinced do I 
feel that there will, within the next 
few years, be another great crisis.” 
But 1879 was not a year of commercial 
crisis, nor did one occur in England 
until 1890. 

It is true that the European harvests 
failed in the “sun-spgt year’ 1879; but 
America produced the greatest crop in 
its history, and the United States had 
quite as much enjoyment of “‘sun- 
spot influerices’” as Europe.

‘Perhaps it does,” say The 
New Republic authors, “but for that 
dollar you. get a pint of ofl which at 
wholesale can be got for seventy cents 
& galion.’”’ Even allowing the retailer.a 
Profit of 100 per cent., that pint of 
oil, if the cited figures are correct, 
should be available to the consumer 
at twenty-five cents. 

What the argument overlooks is that 
the consumer pays the difference for 
education. Mineral oil offered in bulk 
as a cure for constipation would have 
a much harder time winning a market 
than the same oil in an attractive pint 
bottle. Given the psychology of the 
American public, there may be such a 
thing as offering a commodity at too 
low a price. Confidence is in part the 
product of costliness. Once the mineral 
oil“habit has been popularized by the 
dollar bottle, the consumer is likely to 
start thinking of getting his oil at a 
lower price. This has happened in 
much more important commodities 
than mineral oil.

I was disappointed in reading Tue Trmzs 
editorial concerning “Federal Maternity and 
Hygiene.”’ 

The work not only in the Children’s Bureau 
but’ in the various States is under skilled 
medical supervision. Dr. Josephine Baker, 
formerly in charge of.the child hygiene work 
of the New York City Board of Health, is 
acting in an advisory capacity for the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau. During her administration 
she was able to bring about a marked re- 
duction in infant mortality in work similar 
to that being carried on in the various States 
through Sheppard-Towner funds, 

The work in New York State is under the 
direction of Dr, Elizabeth Gardiner, formerly 
director of child hygiene of the Rhode Is- 
land State Board of Health.

Opponents of the 
bill wanted to include projects ignored 
by the committee, charging that the 
most of the $200,000,000 would be spent 
in large cities and that smaller com- 
munities would be ignored. 

It was emphasized in debate that 
until the war called a halt the Gov~ 
ernment -spent $35,000,000 a year on 
public buildings and that the last pre- 
vious building bill, passed in 1913, au- 
thorized buildings that could not be 
constructed within the limit of cost

“We refer — to schools in for- 
eign colonies, and we directly show 
that the Spanish, French, North Amer- 
icans and English in ‘these schools 
give preference to the studies of the 
countries of which the directors of 
the schoolg are natives.

Holland was.added yesterday. to a 
long list of countries which are send- 
ing: gold to the United States. The 
American Exchange Irving Trust Com- 
pany announced that it had completed 
arrangements for a shipment of about 


| $400,000 in gold bars from’ Holland to 


New York...This is believed to be the 
first time in more than ten years that 
the Dutch have sent gold here. 

The transfer represents a transaction 
of a character that has become rather 
frequent recently—a close . calculation 
of exchange rates, gold prices, freight, 
insurance and interest costs and the 
availability of a fast steamship to 
carry the shipment. A total of $3,750,- 
000 of ‘gold. was engaged for trashfer 
from London to New York last week 


when a dip.in the price ‘of. gold fitted 
in with other factors to make the ship- 
ment profitable, although sterling ex- 
change was not then at’a point’ which 
ordinarily would call for gold transfers. 
The Dutch transaction is understood 
to have beén arranged last week when 
Dutch exchange was under pressure. 
Guilders were quoted last week as low 
as 39.91 cents, as against a close yes- 
terday at 39.96 cents. The strength 
that developed after last week’s low 
point had been reached was attributed 
to the action of the Netherlands Bank 
in raising the interest rate on borrow- 
ings on foreign secyrities, which would 
have a tendency to keep in Holland 
foreign balances that otherwise might 
be withdrawn. The par of the guilder 
is 40.20 cents. Foreign exchange deal- 
ers said it would not be profitable to 
ship gold from Holland to the United 
States at the quotation of yesterday. 
Calculations on gold shipments fur- 
nish some of the closest and most com- 
plex figuring known to the financial 
world. Frequently a slight change in 
exchange rates or the price of gold 
will decide for or against a shipment, 
and a fog delaying a ship a day might 
affect the margin of profit by increas- 
ing the time during which interest is 
lost. The actual profit in such a trans- 
action as that announced yesterday is 
exceedingly small. 

The American Exchange Irving Trust 
Company —— has been an impor- 
tant figure in the international gold 
movement, having received all the 
shipments.of more than $20,000,000 that 
have come from France. The French 
transfers, however, were not based on 
exchange conditions, but were special 
transactions. The ‘company’s activity 
in this line is attributed to James 
Heckscher, Vice President-in charge 
of its foreign department. 

In addition to the French, British 
and Dutch shipments, large amounts 
of gold have been received here since 
the first of the year from Canada, 
Chile and..Japan and from several 
other countries. Against this amount 
gold exports have been almost neg- 
ligible. The gold inflow has been one 
of the factors contributing to the pres- 
ent ease in. American money markets.

Glass Optimistic on 1926 Business

Recent developments indicate that 
the Middle States Oil Corporation may 
emerge in a few months from the re- 
ceivership it entered in 1924, it was 
said in well-informed quarters yester- 
day. While declining to comment on 
this opinion, Joseph Glass, who with 
Joseph Tumulty is receiver for the 
company, announced that the member- 
ship of a reorganization committee had 
been completed. He pointed out that 
while operations of a subsidiary in 
the Seminole pool had shown good re- 
sults in the last few days it would be: 
unsound to predict definite results 
from these operations. The company 
was formed by former Governor 
kell of Oklahoma and has had a tem- 
pestuous financial career on the Stock 
Exchange. 
Mr. Glass said his report on the 
company’s affairs in 1926, which he 
hoped to issue this month, would show 
a substantial improvement. He also 
appeared optimistic on thé outlook for 
settlement of Government tax claims. 
One-Stock Share Plan Suggested. 


It was suggested that one plan the 
Reorganization Committee might con- 
sider would call forthe issuance of 
new $6 preferred stock and new no- 
par common by Middle States Oil. The 
preferred stock would be offered in 


exchange for United Oil Producers’ 
bonds. The new common would be dis- 
tributed to Middle States note holders 
in a ratio that would provide a pre- 
mium over the distribution to holders 
of Middle States $10 par common stock, 
who would receive the new stock on a 
share-for-share basis. 

No one has a monopoly of plans,” 
said Mr. Glass when he was asked 
about the reported proposals. ‘‘The 
results of present field operations must 
enter into the situation and any plan 
selected must be acceptable to the dif- 
ferent groups interested. However, we 
hope to hasten action on the reorgani- 
zation by calling a meeting of the com- 
mittee as soon as possible. There will 
be five members on the committee, 
representing the Middle States common 
stockholders, Middle States note hold- 
ers, United Oil Producers and Oil 
Lease Development Corporation bond- 
holders, Turman Oil Company minor- 
ity stockholders and the Gulf Coast 
creditor group.”

* CLEVELAND, Feb. 7.—Another step 
fm their campaign to create ‘‘a great 
transportation system able efficiently 
to compete with the New York Central, 
Baltimore & Ohio and Pennsylvania 
railroads” was taken ~ by the Van 
Sweringens today when the rail lead- 
ers announced plans for. selling their

The Chesapeake is to issue more than 
359,000,000 new shares of its own com- 
mon stock to buy the shares from the 
Van Sweringens and the Nickel Plate. 

Proceeds .of this transaction would 
enable the- Nickel Plate to pay for its 
new interest in the Wheeling’and pro- 
wide the Van Sweringens with a large 
amount of ready cash. 

The news of the sale of shares in 
the two roads to the Chesapeake fol- 
lowed a lengthy discussion relative to 
the unsolved question of what force 
carried up Wheeling common. Execu- 
tive officials of the Nickel Plate are 
endeavoring to ascertain whether the 
phenomenal rise of Wheeling is merely 
the result of speculation or whether 
some railroad interest, possibly late in 
the market, is striving for a position 
comparable to that of three trunk 
roads with the Wheeling stock in their 
aafes. 


Hanrahan Explains Proposals. 
* Following the meeting of the board, 
held in Cleveland today, W. J. Hara- 
han, President of the Chesapeake & 
Ohié Railway Company, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


“The Board of Directors directed the 
filing of petitions to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for authority to 
gell $59;502,400 of the company’s com- 
mon stock, at par, and for permission 
to acquire stock control of the Erie 
Railroad and Pere Marquette Railway. 

“In pursuance of recommendations by 
a@ special committee of its board, the 
Chesapeake &. Ohio Company has al- 
ready acquired, in the open market, 
substantial holdings of shares in the 
Erie and in the Pere Marquette. It 
also has secured from the Messers. 
QO. P. & M. J. Van Sweringen options 
on additional holdings of Erie, which, 
when exercised, with the consent of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
will give the Chesapeake & Ohio sub- 
stantial stock control of the Erie. 

“In pursuance of the recommenda- 
tions of the same committee, the 
Chesapeake & Ohio has acquired op- 
tions from the Nickel-Plate Road for 
its interests in Pere Marquette, the 
option price being fixed negotia- 
tions with Mr. John G. Bernet, then 
President of the Nickel-Plate. The 
Messrs. Van Sweringen have also op- 
tioned their own Pere Marquette hold- 
ings at the same price. 

“The special committee which con- 
ducted these negotiations, acting un- 
der the direction and with the ap- 
proval of the Chesapeake & Ohio di-

Commerce 
sion, to broaden and strengthen its omer 
tem by the acquisition of lines supple- 
mental to it, and in that direction the 
plan proposed, it is believed, will lead 
to the creation of a great transporta- 
tion system able to efficiently com- 
pete with the New York Central, Bal- 
timore & Ohio and Pennsylvania sys- 
tems. 





Plan Mid-Western System. 

The announcement yesterday by W. 
J. Harahan, President of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad, that the com- 
pany will apply to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission for permission to 
acquire the Erie and the Pere Mar- 
quette, is the first definite answer of 
O. P. and M. J. Van Sweringen to-their 
plans for building up the Nickel Plate 
merger. They have decided to make 
the Chesapeake & Ohio the holding 
company and the nucleus of a great 
Mid-Western system. 

Proposals for merging these roads 
was denied last Fall by the Inter- 
state Commerce Comniission, largely 
on the theory that the proposed ratios 
of stock transfers, as proposed to the 
commission, were inequitable, in so 
far as the stockholders of the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railroad Company were 
concerned. 

A strong minority stockholders com- 
mittee, represented by bankers, brok- 
ers and stockholders, with headquar- 
ters in Richmond, Va., fought the 
“Nickel Plate merger plan” from the 
time the merger was first proposed 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion until it was finally denied by 
the commission. 

Yesterday’s announcement by Mr. 
Harahan means that the Van Sweren- 
gens have abandoned their plans to 
go before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission with another plan for a 
merger, through an exchange of stock 
on various ratios, each based on the 
open market value as well as the 
earning power of the Chesapeake & 
Ohio Railroad, as_compared with the 
other roads expected to go under the 
C. & O. leadership. 

Rather, the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
should the plan to be presented to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
prove acceptable to the commission 
and to the minority stockholders who 
heretofore have blocked the moves and 
who admittedly have sufficient shares 
to continue this blockade, will become 
the holding company for the Erie and 
for the Pere Marquette. These roads 
would not necessarily lose their iden- 
tity, as was planned in the first 
merger; rather they will continue as 
separate and distinct corporations, but 
with sufficient of their shares held by 
the Chesapeake & Ohio interests to 
insure complete domination.

Increase in Loans and Investments | 
Shown in Latest Member Bank Report 





WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board’s condition state- 
ment of 679 reporting member banks 
in leading cities as of Feb. 2, 1927, 
shows increases of $28,000,000 in loans 
and discounts, $20,000,000 in invest- 
ments, $93,000,000 in net. demand de- 
posits and $26,000,000 in borrowings, 
from the Federal Reserve banks. 
Member banks in New York City re- 
ported increases of $45,000,000 in loans 
and discounts, $5,0C),000 in invest- 
ments, $55,000,000 in demand deposits 
and $16,000,000 in borrowings from the 
Federal Reserve Bank. Loans on 
stocks and bonds, including United 
States Government obligations, were 
$42,000,000 above the Jan. 26 total, in- 
creases of $37,000,000 in the New York 
district and $22,000,000 in the Chicago 
district being offset in part by rela- 
tively small reductions in some of the 
other districts. 

“All other’ loans and discounts de- 
clined $16,000,000 at reporting banks in 
the Cleveland district and $14,000,000 
at all reporting banks.
